WHEN the ftamina amount to twenty or more, if in- 
ferted into the calyx, the plant belongs to the Icofandria 
clafs. If the ftamina are inferted into the rec 
longs to the Polyandria clafs, though there be the fame 
number of ftamina. ‘This diftinction is often neceffary to 
be noticed in tafting or eating of new difcovered plantg, 
for the fruits of the lateer clafs are frequently poifonous.

This is ce ““ly much more natufal and af- 
fe&ting than the con od of Hamlet’s drawing 
two {mall portraits ou, at pocket, which gives 
the whole the appeara device on the part 
of Hamlet, and by no Pe __ ye beautiful and in- 
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violence of the fpring. ‘The autumn is a bufy and difa- |
